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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1 -37,44, and 49-57 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
9/21/04. Applicant stated that claims 38-51 read on species C, which corresponds to 
the species illustrated in Figure 7-9. Examiner found that claims 44 and 49-51 do not 
read on species C, but rather the species illustrated in Figures 14-16. Therefore, the 
claims are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 38-43 and 45-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by US Patent No. 6,660,021 to Palmer et al. 

Palmer discloses many embodiments of a filter basket that is connected to an 
elongate member. The basket has a plurality of cells formed by a "single piece" of 
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interconnected struts. The cells expand in multiple directions, because the struts 
forming the cells are oriented in different directions. The proximal end of the filter is 
generally open (column 8, lines 57-61 ) and the distal end is generally closed (column 
10, line 39). The basket can made of Nitinol (column 9, line 25 and column 15, line 51 ), 
which is inherently a superelastic alloy. Palmer also includes a polymeric web covering 
(310) coupled to the filter basket in Figure 23, which is described in lines 34-55 of 
column 15. 



Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US 6,656,202; US 6.537,294; and US 6,443,972 disclose filter 
basket formed as a plurality of interconnected struts.
